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STROOD  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

This  is  the  final  Bport  on  the  state  of  health  existing 
in  the  Strood  Rural  District.  The  Council  as  entity  has 
existed  for  some  80  years  and  its  present  administrative  area 
formed  by  the  union  with  the  Hoo  Rural  DistrictCouncil  has  been 
largely  unaltered  for  the  past  40  years. 

As  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  past  15  years  I  have 
been  responsible  to  the  Council  for  the  provision  of  environmental 
health  and  the  control  of  infectious  disease  in  the  area.  Over  this 
period  of  time  a  major  effort  has  been  made  to  demolish  housing 
unfit  for  human  habitation  and  while  one  cannot  claim  that  the 
task  has  been  finished,  the  onus  of  recent  times  has  been  directed 
to  improvement  of  substandard  housing  owing  to  changing  economic 
values. 


Another  aspect  of  the  improved  environmental  scenein  which 
the  Health  Department  can  claim  to  have  played  its  proper  part  has 
been  the  clearanceof  temporary  dwellings  from  the  Cliffe  Woods  area 
following  an  initial  survey  and  report  in  I960,  from  which  flowed 
all  the  subsequent  successful  actions  by  other  departments  of  the 
Council  to  the  fulfilment  of  the  present  day  pleasant  rural  housing 
community. 

The  water  borne  sewerage  system  has  been  gradually  extended 
by  the  Council  over  theyears  until  in  the  ultimate  year  of  its* 
existence  all  the  villages  in  the  district  are  on  main  drainage 
from  which  the  Health  Department  can  tike  some  credit  as  being  a 
’’behind  the  scenes”  pressure  group. 

Over  the  year  under  review  the  public  health  staff  have 
carried  out  their  routine  duties  in  the  customary  diligent  manner, 
much  of  the  work  was  concentrated  on  dealing  with  the  abatement 
of  nuisances,  statutory  or  otherwise  -  seldom  had  the  Public  Health 
Law  to  be  invoked,  as  in  the  main,  satisfactory  outcome  was  achieved 
through  discussion  and  advice.

Reviewing  the  statistics  within  the  body  of  the  report  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  health  of  the  district  remains  satisfactory. 

Apart  from  Measles,  notification  of  other  infectious  diseases  was 
minimal  -  just  how  much  further  effort  is  needed  before  the  majority 
of  children  susceptible  to  the  Infection  can  be  protected  by 
immunisation,  may  be  judged,  by  the  fourfold  increase  in  notifications 
from  the  previous  year’s  total. 

One  unusual  notification  was  a  case  of  Malaria  contracted 
overseas  and  first  presenting  at  home  -  with  the  increasing 
popularity  of  sunshine  package  tours  in  the  winter  season  to  the 
equatorial  belt,  where  malaria  is  endemic  all  they ear  round,  this 
diagnosis  must  always  be  borne  in  mind  in  those  falling  ill  on 
return  from  abroad,  if  tragedy  is  to  be  avoided,  and  potential 
holidaymakers  advised  to  take  an  adequate  course  of  preventive 
treatment. 

The  estimated  mid  year  population  of  the  district,  given  by 
the  Registrar-General  was  42,870  being  an  increase  of  800  over  the 
previous  year's  figure.  Thus  the slow  growth  in  population  has  been 
maintained  -  in  1959  when  I  first  prepared  the  Annual  Report  the 
population  was  26,490.  The  total  number  of  registered  live  births  was  753, 
a  fall  of  41  from  the  previous  year's  total  giving  a  rate  of  15«7  per 
1,000  population  being  above  the  national  rate  of  14*8. 

Deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  was  7  which  gave  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  10,0  per  1000  live  births  and  compared  favourably 
with  the  national  rate  of  17.3. 

Deaths  from  all  causes  numbered  331  being  an  increase  of  43 
over  the  previous  year's  total.  The  death  rate  for  the  local  district 
worked  out  at  11,0  per  1,000  of  the  population  while  the  national  rate 
was  12,1. 


The  main  causes  of  death  followed  the  m+tern  of  previous 
years  with  57$  due  to  degenerative  disease  of  the  eireuMofry  system, 
20$  due  to  Cancer  in  all  forms  and  respiratory  disease  13$. 

Influenza  vaccination  was  once  again  offered  to  all  Council 
employees  but  the  value  of  the  measure  could  not  be  assessed  as 
influenza  was  not  prevalent  in  the  country. 

Impending  local  government  re-organisation  has  increased  the 
work  load  of  the  department  during  the  year  with  a  material  amount 
of  officer  time  being  taken  up  in  meetings,  and  once  the  decision  to 
divide  the  Rural  District  between  its  two  urban  neighbours  was 
finalised  the  Staff  have  been  engaged  in  facilitating  the  final 
cleavage.

Environmental  health  and  the  control  of  infectious 
disease  under  the  Local  Government  Act  1972  is  to  remain  a 
local  district  council  responsibility  and  advice  will  be  made 
available  as  necessary  in  medical  matters  by  the  District 
Community  Physician 0 

There  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  the  new  administrative 
organisation  will  not  function  as  well,  if  not  better  than  the 
present  system  in  due  course,  when  the  public  grow  used  to  the 
change  and  staff  remain  easily  accessible  and  considerate  in 
their  daily  duties* 

I  would  like  to  pay  this  final  tribute  to  the  members 
of  the  Staff,  especially  Miss  Merry  the  Chief  Clerk  and 
Mr0  Homcastle  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  who  have  given 
loyal  service  down  the  years,  and  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Committee  for  their  support  and  interest  in  the  work  of 
the  Department*

All  parishes  except  Hailing  are  provided  with  a  public  water  supply 
operated  by  the  Medway  Water  Co. Ltd, 

The  water  has  proved  to  be  satisfactory,  both  in  quantity  and  quality 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  resident  domestic  population  and  34  bacteriological 
and  2  chemical  samples  were  taken  during  the  year.  Supplied  from  wells 
both  within  and  outside  the  Rural  District,  the  hardness  of  the  water  ranges 
between  230  and  305  parts  per  million. 

The  chemical  analyses  are  shown  on  pages  12  and  13. 

The  water  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action.

To  promote  closer  working  between  the  County  Council’s  nursing 
services  staff  and  the  general  practitioners'  concerned,  each  general 
medical  practice,  or  group  ©f  practices,  has  attached  to  it  a  midwife 
and  nurse  whose  services  can  be  arranged  for  by  the  patient’s 
particular  family  doctor* 

HEALTH  VISITING  SERVICE 


The  County  Council  appoints  health  visitors  who  give  advice 
on  the  ©are  of  young  children,  to  persons  suffering  from  illness  and 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  and  as  to  the  measures  necessary  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  certain  infectious  diseases* 

Health  visitors  also  'undertake  duties  within  the  School  Health 
Service*  To  obtain  the  services  of  the  relevant  health  visitor  for

Night  Attendance  Service 


Night  Service  is  provided  for  not  longer  than  three  weeks 
unless  there  are  exceptional  circumstances,  for  the  care  of 
seriously  ill  people  who  are  living  in  their  own  homes  and 
have  no-one  to  care  for  them  at  nights  The  groups  of  people 
who  receive  the  service  have  been  defined  as  follows s- 

(a)  those  who  are  sick  but  whose  condition  is  such  that 
hospital  care  is  not  required  or  who  because  of  the 
disease  can  obtain  no  benefit  from  hospital  care; 

(b)  those  who  ar©  suffering  from  serious  illness  but  for 
whom  a  hospital  bed  cannot  immediately  be  provided; 

(c)  those  who  whilst  not  suffering  from  illness  requiring 
more  or  less  continuous  medical  or  nursing  care  are 
nevertheless  suffering  from  degenerative  changes  of 
old  age  to  such  an  extent  that  they  are  incapable  of 
providing  themselves  either  directly  or  by  ordinary 
means  available  to  them,  e.g.  relatives,  with  a 
reasonable  standard  of  care  and  attention  in  their 
own  homes . 

Night  service  will  also  be  considered  for  the  relief  of 
relatives,  ecgo  an  elderly  spouse  who  may  become  exhausted 
by  giving  daily  and  nightly  care  or  an  only  daughter  or  son 
who  is  at  work  during  the  day  and  cares  for  the  patient  at 
night.  In  these  cases  Night  Service  is  provided  for  one 
to  three  nights  a  week  to  enable  the  relative  to  rest  or 
carry  on  with  his  or  her  day  time  employment. 

Evening  Service 

This  service  operates  between  the  hours  of  6#00  and  9.00  p.m. 
and  is  provided  for  people  who  are  bedridden  or  housebound 
and  have  no-one  to  assist  or  help  them  to  prepare  for  the 
night. 


Duties  carried  out  by  the  helpers  include  undressing 
crippled  and  feeble  people  and  putting  them  to  bed,  the 
making  of  beds  and  attention  to  the  toilet,  attention  to 
fires  and  the  provision  of  a  light  meal  or  hot  drink. 
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Family  Care  Service 


This  service  is  provided  for  the  short  term  care  of  children 
in  their  own  homes  during  the  absence  of  the  mother 0  The  service 

applies  only  when  a  family  has  two  or  more  children,,  In  most 

cases  the  absence  of  the  mother  is  due  to  her  admission  to  hospital  for 
illness  or  confinement,  but  the  service  may  also  be  provided  where 
the  mother  has  died  or  has  deserted  her  family,  to  enable  the  father 
to  make  alternative  arrangements  for  the  car®  of  his  children*  Help 
is  usually  limited  to  a  period  of  not  more  than  three  months,  but  an 
extension  may  be  granted  by  the  Director  of  Social  Services  in  special 
circumstance®*  Services  provided  during  the  time  the  father  is 
away  from  home  and  residential  help  can  be  given  in  special  cases, 

®ogo  when  the  father  is  on  night  duty* 


Family  Welfare  Service 

This  service  offers  guidance  and  training  in  the  family  home 
to  the  parents  who  are  finding  difficulty  in  accepting  family 
responsibilities  and  organising  a  regular  pattern  of  living* 

Intensive  training  is  given  for  a  period  of  three  months  by 
helpers  who  teach  the  mother  methods  of  child  care,  housecraft, 
hygiene  and  cooking,  and  advise  the  parents  jointly  on  budget  control* 

This  is  continued  with  follow-on  service  for  six  to  nine  hours  a 
week  for  nine  months  and  a  further  period  of  four  years'  supervision 
by  the  Horn©  Help  Organiser* 

These  families  are  jointly  supervised  by  the  Home  Help  Organiser, 
Social  Worker  and  Health  Visitor  who  work  as  a  "team”  supporting  and 
advising  the  family  welfare  worker*  There  is  a  limit  of  793  hours' 
practical  help  available  per  client*  These  hours  may  be  allocated 
during  a  five-year  period  as  is  considered  advisable  by  the  team* 

In  a  family  where  there  is  medical  evidence  of  subnormality, 
the  continuance  of  the  service  after  the  five-year  period  may  be 
approved  for  not  more  than  twelve  hours  a  week  until  the  youngest  child 
reaches  compulsory  school  age0
